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PREFACE 

TO THE FIRST EDITION. 



The first part of the following Index contains tho titles of the Papers and I 
Conmmnications printed in the Puhlications of the GeoJc^cal Society, in 
eluding the "Translations and Noticefl of Geological Memoirs " given i 
the Second or Miscellaneous Part of the Quarterly Journal ; these ar 
classed according to Geological systems and groups (chiefly after the table 1 
in Lyell's ' Manual of Geologj-'), and under such other heada aa appear to I 
he needful, each division being distinguished by a letter or figure. 

If the subject-matter of a paper relate to several divisions, the fnll title 1 
is, aa a general rule, placed in each division ; but where such mention of 1 
more than one division merely occurs as an illuHtration, or in esplanation, 1 
and does not form an essential part of the paper, the title is not always 1 
repeated. 

When several series or groups are referred to as a System, the title ia-l 
generally placed under the System, and not repeated j and when all the I 
series or groups of a System are mentioned iii the same paper, a similto' I 
course is occasionally adopted : on this point it was found practically 1 
diiHoult to lay down a rule; and it will therefore be as well, in addition | 
to searching the subdivisions, to examine that of the System also. 

The Communications arc placed in each division under the names of the ' 
Authors. These are arranged in alphabetical order, and the papers a 
placed under each name in the chronological order in which they we 
published. If a paper be a joint production, it is placed under the nui 
of each of the Authors. 

In some Papers (especially in those contained in the early volumes) the I 
descriptions are of so very general a character that they have been placed 1 
in the clasB of "Topographical Geology." 

Aa various changes have taken place in nomenclature or classification | 
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since many of the Papers were published, in such cases a paper will 
generally be found both under the division to which it was formerly 
assigned and also in that to which it now belongs. 

Where the views of different authors writing on the same subject do 
not agree, the papers are classed according to the opinion of each writer. 

The " Index of Places" comprise^, after the name of the place, that of 
the Author, and the letter or figure under which it will be found in the 
Stratigraphical Index, and the reference to the Transactions, Proceedings, 
or Quarterly Journal. This Index of names serves as a Geological Gazet- 
teer ; for the letters or figures point out the formations also. 

The "Index of Authors" shows the formations and groups, or special 
subjects, on which each person has written ; and also the names of the 
persons who have written on each formation or subject. It will neces- 
sarily, therefore, serve as a useful index in referring to memoirs, the 
asterisks in the columns indicating under what divisions in the body of 
the book the titles of the memoirs of the several authors are to be found, 
alphabetically arranged, with their references. 

In a work of this nature it is impossible but that errors will be found, 
arising in transcription and from misconception of an author's views; 
these will, however, it is hoped, be remedied by ihe triple nature of the 
" Index." 

The Compiler, in presenting this work to his brother Geologists, feels 
confident that they will not view with too critical an eye this labour of 
love, — the occupation of one winter's evenings, in a remote country town, 
with only his own limited library to assist in unravelling the many obscure 
points that occur in the publications of our Society.
